He Reberis have done miuch harme in the 
Country of Caiway,in the province of Conog 
where they ſpare no crueltyto anySezzeſtate 
or acgree whatſoever,-and taat even upon the Lords 
day:'on which day it they are not ſhedding of bloud, 
they have meetings of piayesgataing,paſtimes, bag- 
pipes,drinking.ana abominable venery, and wanton- 
nefle in every piace where they come, 

Vpon St,eA-arenes day lafi,beingthe 30 of Nov. 
1841 .there pitched about the number of 30s Rebels 
in armes neare /.ogreags,and eArtaurewho marched 
with Spaniſh Cullors, and Armes in their Antient, 
and 100 more pitched neare Temenage, who hovered 
up and downe abont the woods and villages therea- 
bouts,fceking an opportur.i:y to worke their wicked 
deſignes, 

Their intent was (as it was conceived) to march 
to Vort Omnieto ſurprize the Earle of Clarrickards 
houſe, and to take away, and overthrow his forces ; 
which confiſt of an hundred horſe,andas manytoot, 
which 1s the beſt ſtrengrh thereabouts : bur it ſeems 
that tncir intent-was as well: to ſurprize the Caſtle 
of Logrags,and the Fort of (alzay alſo,as well as the 
forces of the ſaid Earle, but they were preverted at 
that time, Ds

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The ſaid Caſtle of Loge72ge,and the Fort of Calray... 
were in great danger to have beene berrayed into the 
| haydsot the Rebels, by fome popiſh ſouldiers, with 
certaine popiſhly affeted Gentlemen andMarchants 
that were inhabitants there . 

They conſpired a plot with the Reels, in which 
plot they interided a bloutpdefige'in.gmel.mgnaer, 
againſt the Caſtle,Fort,and townes thereabour,wher- 
in had they accompliſhed their deſignes;theywould, 
aSit is juſtly feared, bin-as cruel tortke Proreſights 
there as they are in other places thereabouts., Þ 

TXo-contrive this-Plot covertly and ſuttlely not to 
be taken notice of;they had contrived a way to ſtrenge 
thenrhemſelves with Ammunition from Fra#ce,for 
there werethere cnhabiting certainMarchants,whoſe 
ſhips were come from thence laden with alt :- The. 
comming of which ſhips,as it doth appeare, were an 
Item tothe Rebels, to give them notice of the time, - 
which caufed themithen to-march into thoſe parts, 
aS it 15 conceiveJ. Theſe ſhips being laden wit falt, 
were preſently gene about to be unladed, ro-which 
Office, were picked out by the Marchants, ſuch who 
they thought fitteſt for that ſecrecie: yet were there 
diſcerned by the Officers , tobee brought from tie 
fhips, muskets and ſwords :* which being diſcovered 
totheProteſtans there,the matter was further ſought 
into, and it was found, that there were brought over 
from France, buryed in the ſalt, beſide the (aid muſ- 
kets and fiyords,divers other Ammunition for war 5 
breught over, as is conceived, for to firengthen the 
Retebs againſt the Proteſtants, or at leaſt the Papiſts 
thereabout to aſſiſt them in the betrayingup of xe e

places into their hands by the ſaid forces, .by which 
meanes, bot the Fort ani ]Caſlle , and 
thereabquts were in greatdanger, 

Abour this time, the ſhips being well nigh unla- 
which was aboutSt. A-arems day,as before,the rebels 
marched about theſe places, where they began to in- 
ſult and fall upon the people, putting mary to the 
ſword,fo the Proteſtants at Callvay,% ther.bouts,ſea- 
zed onthe Ammunition,and firengthned them{elvs: 
whereby they fell upon the R2Zels , and there was a 
ereat battell fought between thems:vhich wrought a 
orcat feare to all people thereabours: but there care 
in good aya tothe Proteſtant fide; fo that inthat 


fight they received ro: much hurt,onely ſomewcun- 


ded. But of the Iriſh rebels there were taken twen:y, 
which were {entto the States tobe cenſured, and a - 
bove.an hundred ſlaine, and wounded fo fore , that 
they are not likely to live,and the reſt returned backe 
againe, and fled for their \ives to another part of the 
running Campe. 

The next day they returned againe with a greater Force, 
but marcbed rwo or three miles from Z2grags on the other 
fide toward the Earle of (Yanrichards againe, againſt whom 
they have long confpired, and they marched f© furiouſly in 
the night , that they were come to the faid Earle of Clar- 
rickards before they were ra ken notice of, er their returne 
known : ſo that inthe morning ere they were aware, the 

houfe was beſet with the Rebels, who began to pull downe 
- the walls,and diſcharged againſt rhe houſe, which they could 

not come nzare,becanſe the wall is ſo large abeurtthe houſe, 
ſo the forces ef the Earle prepared themleives,& came forth 
againſt them ; but the Rebels being creo ſtrang for them,ſley 
about 30 of their. company in aſhort fpace and diſcomfitted 
rhe Lord and his company exceedingly,ſo that they were all 
in great feare, 
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'CT//Ff  Butit pleaſed Godto ſend them up reliefe from 
the town,& ſome otherProteflayrs that came in from 
other places chereahouts to relieve them, whereby 
the Rebels were ſo beſeton a ſudden» that they were 
faine to flyc,and take the woods, |
